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Advisory Action 

1. Regarding claims 13, 17 and 21, Applicant contends that Kuter does not teach "playing 
back a voicemail message and during the playback of the voicemail message, receiving a 
bookmark request since the Applicant believes that in the system of Kuter the message creator or 
recorder, and not the listener, bookmarks and annotates the message during the message creation 
process. Applicant further states that the listener in Kuter selects a message that has been 
previously bookmarked by the message creator but does not create the bookmark themselves. 
The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Kuter teaches of a plurality of different embodiments involving the message author, the 
voice message recipient, or a person that is not the voice message author or the voice message 
recipient but who has access the message. Specifically, Kuter teaches in col. 4, lines 51-57, that 
the bookmarking person marks the pre-recorded voice message with the additional bookmarks, 
while continuing to listen to the pre-recorded message. Kuter defines the bookmarking person as 
the message author, t he voice message recipient, or a person that is not the voice message author 
or the voice message recipient but who has access the message. Hence Kuter teaches that during 
playback of the message the recipient can send a bookmark request.
